Passengers for this 
port were all permitted to land as they were considered immunes. 
Thirty pieces of baggage and 1 sack of mail from Puerto Plata were 
transferred to the island and disinfected. The steamer was granted 
free pratique. I inclose herein the vital statistics of San Juan for the 
month.
